Fifty Dears Ago 


From THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of November 14th, 1884 

PECULIAR interest attaches to the election on Monday last of Mr. 
Israel Hart as Mayor of Leicester. He is the first Jew 
appointed Chief Magistrate of that town and received the 
unanimous support of all parties—Tory, Liberal, Church and 
Secular—in the Town Council. Times have indeed changed in 
Leicester. About 1250 Simon de Montfort, Earl of Leicester, 
granted a charter to the borough for the total exclusion of the 
Jews from Leicester, and, it is said, they took refuge near the 
Jewry wall—a portion of which is still preserved. The charter 
recited, ~ Let it be universally known that I (Simon de Montfort). 
for the health of my soul and the souls of my ancestors and 
successors, have granted and by this my present charter con- 
firmed, for me and my heirs in perpetuity, to my burgesses of 
Leicester and their heirs, that no Jew or Jewess in my time or 
in the time of my heirs, to the end of the world, shall within 
the liberty of the town of Leicester inhabit, remain, or obtain 
any residence.” Leicester has profited by its change of feeling 
towards the Jews. Mr. Hart is one of the most popular men of 
the borough. He has served the office of High Bailiff for 
several years, and has presented to the town a building for a 
Free Library and one of the handsomest public drinking 
fountains in England, 

It is pleasing to find that the Shechita Board has arrangements 
in view by which kosher meat from New Zealand will be intro- 
duced into England. It is to be boped that the Board will give 
every facility for.effecting so desirable a consummation. With 
meat at its present high price, the arrangement in question 
would prove a great boon to the poor and the lower middle-class. 
Probably our Swiss coreligionists might see reason to take 
advantage of it. The question whether the Jewish mode of 
slaughtering animals is not cruel enough to be prohibited 
appears to have reached a crisis in Switzerland. The Shechita 
Board should also take notice of the great growth of London. 
and give increased facilities for the supply of kosher meat in 
the suburbs. It appears, for instance, absurd that the Jews of 
the extreme north-west of London should be entirely dependent 
for kosher meat on the supply from the Deptford and White- 
chapel markets.

URTHER, under the existing Pensions Scheme of the United 
Synagogue, a Minister serving the full term of forty years 
receives, on retirement, two-thirds of his salary. I should be 
surprised if that compares unfavourably with the pensions of other 
denominations, or of many other classes of the population. There 
must be hundreds of thousands of business and other men who 
would be happy at the prospect of retiring with a competence as 
good as that of some United Synagogue Ministers: and, taking all 
things into consideration, my belief is that the highly-salaried 


United Synagogue Ministers have not the best claims in the world 
to testimonials. 


UT are there not other cases in which some respactable sort 

of claim could be made out? There may bs. There are those, 

for instance, who have com:2, well oa in years, to their positions, 
who cannot, therefore, put in the forty years of service, and who 
consequently have to be content, for their pension, with a sum less 
than two-thirds of their salary. In the case of the lowest-salaried 
men, this may, perhaps, operate hardly, though the Pensions Scheme 
cannot be blamed for it. It has to be financially sound, and, after 
all, the United Synagogue did pay out last year over £6,000 in 
pensions mainly to Ministers and Chazanim. Still bétter claims to 
a testimonial, however, could be found for the Ministers and 
otier officials 


outside the United Synagozue, whose galaries, as 
well as 


pensions, are, mostly, exceedingly poor. In the 
cuses Of many of these, especially provincials, the Pensions 
Scheme of the Jewish Memorial Council comes into play. 
Here, too, the maximum pansion “on retirement is two-thirds 
of salary, with reduction in cases of services of less than 
forty years. It must ba forty vears in the wilderness for many 
of them, and although this particular scheme is doing its best (and, 
so far as officials’ widows are concerned, seems to be really generous), 
we may properly be called upon to unbutton our pockets for them. 
In fact, it might not be an exaggeration to say that at the moment, 


and until the Jewish War Memorial Scheme is in a position—which — 


it should be as time goes on—to be more lavish, there is hardly on» 
of that Scheme's pensioners who is not morally entitled toa 
testimonial. 


HAVE endeavoured to show that annoying though testimonials 
may be—to givers—they are not all tarred with the same brush. 
There are testimonials and testimonials. Some may be justifiable ; 
others are not. If only for the sake of the deserving cas3s, 
it is up to the organisers of these latter gifts to refuse 
to have anything to do with the undeserving. It is also up to the 
recipients of such appeals to show a little grit and turn them down 
flat. Especially are they called upon to take this course where a 
testimonial is the second to the same official—one on completing 
25 years of service, and another on his retirement. There are lots 
of people in this unhappy world who would go on their knees and 
thank God for the security of forty years’ reasonably paid service, 
without asking for two testimonials, or even one, into the bargain!

A meeting of the Committee was held at the Jewish Communal 
Centre, Woburn House, on Tuesday in last week. Mr. Otto M. Schiff 
presided. Applications were considered from two provincial congrega- 
tions for the engagement of Readers from abroad, and from five 
metropolitan Synagogues for the engagement of Rabbis avd Ministers. 
It was dec'ded that the case of one of the provincial congregations be 
taken up with the Home Office immediately, and the consideration of the 
other one was postponed for twomonths. With regard to the metropolitan 
Synagogues, the Committee decided to take up three applications with 
the Home Office immediately, the consideration of one was deferred to 
the next meet ng, and one was refused by the Committee. The Com- 
mittee also decided to ask congregations, through the press, whenever 
a vacancy for a Chazan occurs, that, rather than bring over a Chazan 
from abroad, consideration should be given to Chazanim who are refugees 
from Germany, four of whom are now on the hands of the Jewish 
Refugees’ Committee.

Sowing the Seeds of Hate 


“T want to make clear my profound conviction that this is not 
a matter which concerns the Jewish community alone. It concerns 
all who believe in justice and in our common humanity. It con. 
cerns all who care for mental and spiritual freedom ;: and it concerns 
all who care about the welfare of children and their happiness. It 
is, as Lord Cecil has said, a challenge to civilisation. I want to say 
—sgpeaking not for myself alone, but for countless others who, like 
myself, though outside the Jewish community, are deeply stirred by 
these terrible events—we wish to stand by your side in taking up 
this challenge.” 

These are the opening words of a pamphlet entitled “Child 
Victims of the New Germany: A Protest,’ by Lady Violet Bonham. 
Carter, which has just been published in London by MeCorquodale 
and Co. Lady Bonham-Carter quotes a letter from a German-Jewish 
boy of thirteen, who is the son of a Jewish father and a Christian 
mother and.was brought up as a Protestant. He is now safely in 
Paris. His letter ruus as follows: 

“Twas the only Jew in my class. Until Easter [I was a 
Protestant, then they found out that my father was a Jew and so I

became one. After thateverything wasdifferent. Noone would be 
: friends with me. No one would answer me. In school no one 
, would sit next to me. They all used to want to before, as I was the 


best in the class and they all wanted tocrib. Now I had to sit all 
alone on the back bench. At first | was frightfully unhappy—more 
so as the masters who always used to like me could not stand the 
sight of me any more. Whenthey came into the classroom everyone 
: had to jump up and with right band outstretched shout ‘ Heil, 
Hitler! I did too—or I didn't. I dont know. If I did, then the 


whole class would shout ‘The Jew is profaning our greeting! And 
if | didn’t the master shouted’ You wait, you Marxist bastard !’ 
Then | was ordered to shout * Heil, Hitler!’ alone three times. The 


whole class laughed. I was so afraid, I wanted tocry. And then I 
used often to be late so that I shouldn't have to shout, * Heil, 
Hitler!’ The master used to give me extra work to do as a punish. 
ment. He wrote in the class book, ‘for Jewish slovenliness.’ 
Once I did not know the answer-—-I used always to know before— 
s0 he asked me if the only thing I could do was ‘Fires and 
murders like my father. Onace wlsen I could not answer, the 
history master said I should be slaughtered like father. I tried to 
pull myself together, but tears used sometimes to come and then 
| they used to say I was a dirty coward like the rest of the Marxists. 
The worst thing of all was in the’ breaks’ in the courtyard. We 
children of Jewish and Marxist parents had to go into a corner of 
the courtyard by ourselves. Then there was always trouble. The 
others shouted nasty things at us and threw stones. Once I defended 
myself, so they hit me and bullied me fearfully. Those in charge 
didn’t even ¢Gome near. At singing it was worse still. I had to 
learn the text of the Horst Wessel Lied and the other songs and 
then I had to say them alone. . Again they used to laugh and shout 
horrid things. In drawing I had to do nothing but swastikas. Once 
| got detention because I drew a crooked one. Then the master 
wrote in his book,‘ For ridiculing the German symbol.’ Before I 
used to be the best pupil. Now I was the worst. Whether I got 
something right or wrong, I always got the worst marks. I was the 
scapegoat for everything.” 

~ This is an authentic letter,’ comments Lady Bonham-Carter, 
and what it describes is not an exceptional case. I daresay that 
there are many such. Can anyone who bas a child of their own 
even dimly imagine what they would feel if their child were being 
daily subjected to such bewildering injustice and humiliation ?” 

As an appendix the pamphlet contains “A Dossier of Cruelties 
and Humiliations”’ which is, alas! far from complete. Even since 
the issue of this pamphlet new horrors have been ordered by the 
: Government. Alfred Rosenberg’s book “ The Protocols of the Elders 
of Zion and World Politics ” is included in alist of books approved 
for use in public schools, which has just been issued by the Prussian 
Minister of Education, Dr. Rust.

An English Observer’s Grave Warning 


The “Present or Pending” Fate of the Jews

I 
can best sum up, however, by saying that anyone who expects to 
discuss the Jewish situation in Germany from English standpoints of 
reason and fair play will be disappointed.” 

In a letter to us Col. Lennard disclaims being an authority on 
Germany and adds “I am certainly not a fluent German scholar 
and I was the more surprised that the anti-Jewish attitude of which 
I have written should manifest itself amongst friends and acquaint- 
ances of whom the large majority spoke English, had travelled and 
were possessed of culture. Even where I found critics of the Hitler 
regime amongst these people, I found also that in practically every 
case the idea of Jewish responsibility for defeat, inflation, unem- 
ployment, and indeed most of all of the ills of Germany, had got at 
least some hold. For the most part these people merely shrugged 
their shoulders when I pointed out that England and other countries 
were likely to benefit considerably from the enforced export from 
Germany of Jewish brains. I do not think that my views upon 
Germany are of any geueral value although I am something ofa 
trained observer and believe that these views are correct.” 

The particular value of Col, Lennard’s views on this issue is 
perhaps that he was in Germany as a non-Jew moving among non- 
Jews. Jewish observers moving among Jews are liable to be misled 
by an understandable tendency to minimise matters. German Jews 
must be optimists in order to keep their sanity. We over here, 
however, must not shut our eyes to the possibility of the further 
exploitation of anti-Semitism to enable the “Aryans” to bear the 
trials of a hard winter, and Col. Lennard’s reference to the fate 
of the Jews as “ present or pending” should not be overlooked.

Difficulties of Panel Practice 
Enormous Decrease of Students 


According to the German medical periodical DEUTSCHES 
AERTZEBLATT, the number of medical students of Jewish’ religion 
has decreased by four-fifths in two years. In the summer term of 
1952 there were 1,893 such students; in the summer of 1933, 916; 
and by the last winter term the number had fallen to 366. These 
figures do not include many people of Jewish descent but not of 
Jewish religion who have been excluded from studying.

Re-training Refugees 


WOKK ON AN ORT FARM 
A Correspondent writes 


A very remarkable piece of work achieved by the Ort in the 
field of agricultural training for young people from Germany is 
the development of the Farm Ungarina in Lithuania. A little 
booklet, compiled by the workers of that farm, gives a full account 
of what has been done by them during the first eight months of its 
existence and it is really cheering and encouraging to find how 
bravely and stoutly the new “farmers” have taken on the burden 
of rebuilding their lives. The picture below shows a doctor 
of philosophy, who was formerly a lawyer, working in the field with 
a pair of oxen. 


It was on the 15th Feliruary, 1934, that the first contingent were 
assembled on the farm and began their new existence. The demand for 
admission was very great, but only 30 persons could be admitted-—-25 men 
and 5 women. Ofthese 30, 20 were refugees from Germany, 5 Lithuanians 
and 5 Staatenlose who had been compelled to leave Germany. It is 
interesting to indicate the ages of the students: Under 18 years, 2; aged 
19 to 20,8; 21 to 22,5; 23 to 24, 2; 25 to 26, 4; 27 to 28, 3; 29 to 30, 3; 
31 to 32, 3. 

The previous callings of the farmers were : Clerks, twelve; Students 
of Economics, Philology, Philosophy, etc., five; Indefinite, three; and one 
Lawyer and Doctor of Philosophy, Law Student,

The farm is under the management of two agricultural engineers who 
supervise the actual training. The inuer administraton of the house 
which accommodates the thirty stadents’ bas been left entirely to the 
students themselves who elect their own management committce. With 
the help of the Berlin Ort and the assistance from a few Lithuanian 
friends, the group established their little pharmacy, their own technical 
library, and a reading corner where they have Jewish and foreign papers, 
and a large collection of books. Ona those evenings when they are free 
from theoretical studies, they all meet for dise issions. The question of 
eventually settling in Palestine occupies a very prominent place in these 
discussions. 

The actual work in the stables, in the worksliops and in the field is 
arranged by shifts and in such a way that every student learns every 
aspect of work required in agriculture, such as ploughing, digging, manuring, 
sowing, grass cutting, threshing, the care of animals, milking, poultry 
farming and bee keeping. One of the special features of the year’s training 
has been that every student ‘except the girls) was tanght to do the simple 
woodwork and emithing which are required in agriculture, such as 
building sheds and repairing implements. 

In addition to describing their practical work on the farm, some of 
the “‘farm«ra” have contributed short sketches of the influence the 
events in Germany had produced in developing a new mentality and a 
healthy optimism born in them owing to the opportunities offered them to 
be trained in a productive occupation,

“Keeping Away” Not Enough 


From Dr. E. HINDEN 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 

Sir,—I read with great interest the reports of the speeches 
delivered by Lord Melchett and Mr. Laski at the Albert Hall last 
week, on the occasion of the Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s’ Re-union. 
Especially did I mote their remarks concerning Jewish intervention 
at Fascist meetings. Their policy (if correctly reported, and I da 
not think that there is any error) is that Jews should ignore Mosley's 
hysteria, and trust to their merits and to the innate decency of our 
fellow-Englishmen to see us through this potential catastrophe. 
There is nothing new in this advice; it ts the same line of reasoning 
which frowned on the official Jewish boycott and was responsible 
for the absence of any official Jewish participation in the great anti- 
Fascist demonstration on September 9th. 

I feel, however, that it is time this policy were revise]. I should not 
like to see the Jewish community here, as they were in Germany, forced 
into the humiliating position of defending themselves against attacks from 
all sides; of proving that they were neither wicked Bolsheviks nor even 
more wicked capitalists; of showing that neither are they illiterate nor 
do they “boss” the whole of the nation’s culture; of replying to the 
charges that they constitute the banking class and the pauper class—and 
so on; the whole pitifal attempt to prove “ merit ” will be familiar to every 
reader of yourcolumns, But it did not avail them, and I am by no means 
convinced that it willavailus. It is time that the Jewish nation learned 
that Jews are not judged by their own merits, but by the prejudices of 
their enemies; and, alas, of no epoch is this truer than of to-day, nor have 
our enemies’ minds ever been so full of black lies and bitter hate against us. 

It follows that it is also time that we stopped saying Mah yomru 
hagoyim—for they will blame us whatever we do—and instead applied 
ourselves whole-heartedly to combating the menace of Fascism while there 
is still time. Now, although I read the reported speeches of the two 


gentlemen mentioned above with great care, I saw no policy whatever

which would do this. All they sa‘d was, ** keep out of their way.”’ 
is sheer defeatism ; and it wili fail us, as it failed our brethren in Germany.

Contributions to Jewish Literature 


A Disciple of Bialik 
SPECIAL INTERVIEW 

Mr. S. Shneour (or Chneour, as he spells his name now t}h.: 
resides in France) is one of the greatest poetic forces in 
temporary Hebrew literature. His early works, written » 
he was still a youth, created a sensation.* Influenced by Bj 
Shneour introduced a new note into Hebrew verse, a note of vj, 
and freshness, breaking through the conventions and tradition. .;

As for the general progress of literature after the War. 
Shneour thinks that in the Diaspora educational aud pedag 
literature bas greatly increased, while the production of general 
literature and literary publications has been fewer. The Helbr 
daily outside Palestine has almost completely vanished. There 
some Hebrew periodicals; but only HAOLAM, published in Lon 
occupies an important position in the Galut. The economic c: 
was mainly responsible for the decline of Hebrew books aud 
periodicals “in Eastern Europe. The average reader in tliese 
countries, too absorbed in his fight for existence to search 


for spiritual things ‘sufficed himself with his daily record: of 


news. In Palestine, on the other hand, the Hebrew thought and 
word are part of life itself. iIt requires no subsidy or support in th 
nature of a cultural fund for the advancement of Hebrew, as was 


the case in the Diaspora. In this connection, the poet referred to 
the Keren Hatarbut, which had been proclaimed some years ago 
but had not yet been brought into the realms of reality. lle 
emphasised the need for such a fund for schools, teachers and 
also for writers to be engaged in translating important work 
from Hebrew and Yiddish into European languages. Communi. 
cating the creative work and Jewish ideas would: be a 
more effective weapon against anti-Semitism than all the protests 
and other steps that were taken to stem the tide of anti-Jewishness: 
it would indicate that the Jewish people have an inward Jewish |ife 
and an inward Jewish light. There are many such works that 
might be rendered into European languages testifying tothe viri'ity 
of the Jewish creative power. Shalom Asch’'s work does not by any 
means exhaust Jewish creative productivity. 


Decline in Reading Public 


As to the reason of the small sale of Hebrew books, Mr. Shneour 
thinks that this was not peculiar to Hebrew or Yiddish works. 
Relatively speaking, the literary market in other languages suffered 
from the same complaint. The literary supplements that were bon 
produced by the general Press, the economic crisis, the popularity o! 


the radio and the cinema, were in a large measure responsible ‘or - 


the decline of the reading public. 
Asked whether he still-wrote as much in Hebrew as in former 


years, Mr. Shneour said that during the last few years he had dove | 


as much Hebrew as Yiddish, Within the last two years he publisicd 
sixteen volumes in Yiddish but only three volumes in Hebrew, 
though he had actually completed more than eight yolumes, w!iic) 
quantitatively, by reason of Hebrew concentration, was no less than 
the amount written in Yiddish. But, as already explained above. | 
was difficult, owing to lack of funds, to publish the remaining 
Hebrew volumes which were complete. At this point, he read 
extracts from some of his new work, and one could not help shari'4 
the poet's grief that these remained inaccessible to the pub!ic, 
because of unavailable funds for their publication. 

_ _ The contemplated publication of his twenty-four volumes bot!! 
in Hebrew and in Yiddish, Shneour explained, could not be proceeded 
with owing to lack of funds. He-has himself invested a consideralle 
sum for the publication of his collected works, but owing to the fal! 
of the dollar in America, whence he derived his chief revenue. 
he was unable to put in more of his own money in the undertaking. 
That, and his recent serious illness, rendered it impossible for the 
time being to carry out the original plan.

MENASSEH BEN ISRAEL 


A Life of Menasseh ben Isracl, by Dr. Cecil Roth (Jewish Publi- 
8s. 6d.). 


In the preface to this work, the first full-length life of Menasseh 


ben Israel, Dr. Roth describes the following © incredible episode - : 


“This work would inevitably have been more comprehensive had 
nse been made in it of the records of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Community of Amsterdam, ° In 1927, | went to Holland expressly for 
the purpose of doing research in the Archives of that famous and 
ancient body. Like many others before me, I found the doors closed, 
though the Secretary assured me that he would give me any inform 
ation which I might require. 1 explained that I had come to make 
enquiries into the career of Menasseh ben Israel and his contempor- 
aries. ‘* We have nothing in our Archives relating to Menasseh ben 
Isracl,’ the custod an blandly informed me, intimating at the same 
time that the interview was closed.” 

Dr. Roth does right to brand such ineptitude, to use a mild 
term. That the history has not suffered very materially is due to 
Dr. Roth's perspicacity and the ability with which he has garnered 
his material from a great variety of sources. Herightly pays tribute 
to the pioneer work of Kayserling and Lucien Wolf, though he parts 
company with them at times on both facts and conclusions. 

The chief merit of the Life les in two respects. Dr. Roth 
has brought out the romantic features of Menassel’s career, and 
he has indicated the paradox that. his ultimate (and posthumous) 
success of paving the way for the re-setilement of the Jews in 
England lay in the very failure of his avowed aim. For had he 
succeeded in obtaining from the Protector and his advisers the legal 
State document which he sought, it would inevitably have been 
annulled at the Restoration. The fact that no such document was 
in existence rendered possible the issue by the King in Council of a 
written assurance that the Jews might 
effects of the same favour as formerly they have had; so long as 
they demean themselves peaceably and quietly with due obedience 

to his Majesties Lawes and without scanda!l to his Government.” 

Menasseh was unique in the manner in which he broke down 
the barriers bedging round a little Rabbi and came into intimate 
contact with distinguished Gentiles — sovereigns, 
echolars, seers, and merchants. His very versatility contributed 
much to this variety of contact. Rabbi, scholar, linguist, author. 
printer, trader, diplomat—in his comparatively short life he played 
many parts. He was never a great man in the historic sense. He 
was jealous and petulant, credulous and opportunist. es anqusta 
domi often forced him into courses that he might have eschewed 
bad he been blessed with a sufficiency of this world’s goods, and his 
relations with Cromwell were probably impaired by the dire 

necessity of seeking from the Protector financial aid when the long 
drawn-out negotiations had left him impoverished. 

Dr, Roth is at his (historical) best in describing Menasseh's 
friendships. Many of the great figures of the 17th century crossed 
his orbit. 

Menasseh's life succeeded in that it seemed to fail. “For the 
most part,” Dr. Roth writes, *’ Menasseh's works now lie undisturbed 
in the libraries, consulted only by an occasional bibliophile or 
biographer. His scholarship has been superseded. Even his 
political work, as is evident from a closer examination, enjoyed 
only a qualified success. Nevertheless, his human appeal continues 
universal. . . . Menassel, despite his failures, is still a distinct 
and vital figure in‘the Jewish consciousness. The world has pre- 
ferred to forget the obsequiousness, the pretentiousness, the intel- 
lectual arrogance, It has chosen to remember only the self-sacrifice, 
the steadfastness, the singleness of purpose. For these qualities, 
s0 long as Jewish history is studied, and as men continue to esteem 
gallant endeavour more than success, the Amsterdam Rabbi will 
remain a living and beloved personality.” 

Dr. Roth has produced an eminently readable work, which never 
loses a sense of perspective, and impresses no less by its literary 
qualities than by its full documentation and objectivity.

AFTER HITLER'S FALL 

After Hitler's Fall. Germany's Coming Reich. By Pr.nce Hubertus 
Loewenstein. (Faber & Faber. 7s. 6d.) 

Prince Loewenstein, who wrote recently “ The Tragedy of a Natio: 
describing the movements that led up since the War to the Hitie: 
Dictatorship, has now written a book describing the German Reich which 
is to succeed the fall of that Dictatorship, as he foresees it. The Ger: 
he thinks, must be ready for the true coming of the Third Reich, that is 
“the third historical incarnation in a people of the Idea of the West 
The German is incurably romantic. Prince Loewenste'n has a dreain of 
anew Holy Roman Empire, of which Germany is theembodiment. Le 
is a fervent Catholic, a follower and admirer of Braning ; and he sces 
Germany a3 a Christian Empire applying in her social and international 
life the princ'ples of Christianity. He draws an attractive picture of a 
people working for peace’ and freedom and justice, standing as the 
bulwark of the western world against war and against Bolshevism. \\e 
can only hope that the picture has some connection with reality. 

He deals sympathetically with the Jewish question. “Christianity 
is only genuine, if it is conscious of its duties towards Jewry. . . . /u the 
Reich that is to come the Jews will bave an especially important task. 
They form a bridge between the separated nations of the west, aud much 
will depend upon their success in healing disruptions in our Continent.’ 
And the Jews, he thinks, will have to make an important decision, whicthe! 
they wish to remain European or to become an Asiatic peopie. He ne 1 
have no fear that the Jews in their National Home will be an A-\atc 
people in the sense in which he uses the word.

My Dear COUSIN, 


rotween the years 700 and 800, the bulk of Jewry lived in 
countries over which the Arabs bore sway. Accordingly, as Moslem 
iovislation governing non-Moslems applied to Jews equally with 
nristians, sun-worshippers and others, the Jews were not, as in 
 hristian lands, the object of special persecution. It may be said, 
therefore, that in the eighth century life for Jews was fairly 
‘olerable; there were even decades in that century when the Jews 
enjoyed humane treatment at the hands of their ralers. 


In envisaging the position of the Jews, it may be helpful to 
ihink primarily of four geographical areas—the Caliphate in the 
st. Moslem Spain, the new Germanic Empire and Byzantium. 
Joreover, three outstanding personalities should be borne in mind 

the Caliph Harun-al-Rashid (786-809), the Emperor Charlemagne 
-o4.814) and the Emperor Leo the Isaurian (717-741). 

The greater number of Jews was settled in the Eastern 
Caliphate, in Babylon and Persia, in Syria and in Palestine. During 
the first half of the eighth century while Moslem power was being 
-onsolidated and wars devastated fair provinces, the Jews suffered 
with the rest of the world. A wave of despair swept over them and 
they sought hope in Messianic movements. One Messiah was Abu- 
isa, a tailor of Ispahan, who in 745 quickly found followers ready to 
(icht for their ideas. But they were hopelessly defeated. Abu-Isa 
-ntroduced some reforms into Jewish life. He ordained seven, in 
place of the three, set daily services ; he eschewed flesh and wine ; 
sod he abolished divorce. He urged his followers to study the 
Koran and the New Testament as wel! as the Hebrew Bible, for he 
‘sought that religious truths were also to be found in those writings. 

\bu-lsa may have been a failure; but the Messianic hope 
appears to have been strong among Jews, for disciples of Abu-Isa 

iided strange Messianic sects among them. One in particular, 


the Judghans, laid stress on the efficacy of fasting and gave no heed 


io Sabbath and Festival rabbinic ordinances. 

Nor did these instances stand alone. Earlier in the century, 
when the Saracens besieged Constantinople and the future looked 
biack, the Byzantine Jews likewise sought hope in Messianic 
Their leader was Serenus (716-721), the principal plank in 
whose programme was the conquest of Palestine out of the hands of 
\rabs. Nothing else appeared to be of much consequence 
sorenus; for heand his followers set aside the dietary laws, 
shed the “Second Days,” and favoured curious marriage 
oms. So great was. the enthusiasm generated by Serenus that 
. in Spain were seized with it, left their woridiy possessions 
behind them and migrated to the East. Needless to 
hopes were deluded. 


[t was in the reign of the Caliph Harun-al-Rashid, famous as the 
ro ofthe Arabian Nights Entertainment, that the Jews breathed 
in. This wise ruler guided his policy not by religious sentiments, 
but by considerations of statecraft, realising that all gifted citizens 
could contribute to the well-being of the State. The Jews obtained 
their chance and served their country faithfully and well. 


lf the eighth century fanned Messianic hopes into a glow, it 

1 -o saw the birth of another curious expression of Jewish thought— 
i.e haraite movement, which clung fast resolutely to the text of 
ti. Torah and utterly rejected Rabbinic Tradition. The movement 
‘viv be dated from the year 761. Perhaps it was a conscious 
‘‘‘crupt by a man disappointed at not receiving high office of con- 
uing the hostility to the Talmud commenced by the Sadducees in 
1 cariier age; perhaps it was a natural reaction against the strait 
‘ ustcoat of Rabbinic rules. To-day many people simply forget to 
crve these rules in actual life, neither caring nor knowing much 
ulthem. In the eighth century, Jews did actually care about 
rules and, rejecting the Rabbinic interpretations of the Bible, 
orally carried out the laws of the Torah. The Pentateuch ordains 
‘ot no fire shall be kindled in the habitations of Jews on the 
Stobath Day. The Karaites taking this literally froze in their 
‘Uses On the Sabbaths during the winter months. So with other

But at least they enjoyed freedom to live their lives unmolested. 


Unmolested likewise were the Jews in the realms of Charles 
the Great. This far-seeing ruler allowed the Jews to retain their 
own jurisdiction under the guidance of a Nassi who, according to 
tradition, was brought over from Babylon. The cry of disappoint- 
ment of Pope Stephen IIL is an indication of the toleration 
enjoyed by the Jews under Charlemagne. The Jews were active in 
furthering international commerce ; Jewish merchants (n sqociatores 
Judi) are frequently mentioned in the code of laws associated with 
the mame of Charles the Great. When Charles sent a diplomatic 
mission to Harun-al-Rashid, a Jew named Isaac accompanied it ; and 
when the mission returned, the Emperor ceremoniously received it 
at Aix-la-Chappelle (797) and accepted from the hands of Isaac the 
gift sent by the great Caliph. 


In the Eastern Empire the eighth century was a time of strife 
and war; and when the Saracens besieged Constantinople, in 718, 
the Jews regarded the tribulations of the age as the birth-pangs of 
the Messianic era. Leo the Isaurian defeated the Saracen attack. 
The enemy without was repulsed. But his policy of idol-breaking 
(725) divided his Empire into two hostile camps—those who loved 
the worship of idols and those who regarded them as contrary to 
the second commandment. Though Leo was not particularly friendly 
to Jews: in 723 he ordained that Jews should live according to 
Christian rites; his enemies decried his policy of iconoclasm as 
Jewish. “Jews and Samaritans,” they argued, “condemn idol 
worship, therefore all those who oppose the worship of idols must be 
Jews.” If this was an illustration of the public opinion of the 
time, it is not difficult to envisage the condition of the Jews in the 
Eastern Empire. 

In the eighth century was firstestablished as a point of law the 
conception of the theocratic state, in which the Church and its 
servants occupied a place of high authority. Wherever this concep- 
tion was adopted, Jews were bound to be subjected to ill-treatment, 
save only where a wise king ruled who paid no attention to the 
ecclesiastical anti-Jewish legislation. Ia Moslem countries likewise 
there were disabilities. But here they were not so much anti- 
Jewish as rather anti-non-Moslem. Even so there was more tolera- 
tion in Moslem countries and, as a good part of Europe was under 
Saracen rule, in the eighth century the Jews were better off on the 
whole than in the century that preceded.

Boycott “ Bargaining’’ Denounced 


“ Irresponsible’ Action Condemned 
From our Correspondent—New Yor«] 


A widespread outcry has been raised among American Jewry 
following reports of the action of the London Jewish Representa- 
tive Council for the boycott of German goods and services, in 
declaring its willingness to call off the boycott if the Nazis 
cancelled their campaign against the Jews. The matter has 
been widely discussed in the press, and no fewer than forty official 
protests have been issued by boycott organisations. Mr. Samuel 
Untermeyer, the President of the Anti-Nazi League, has declared in 
a public statement that the boycott will not be called off until 
every element in the German population has been accorded full 
rights. Stephen Wise, Honorary President of the American Jewish 
Congress, has expressed similar sentiments. 

Press comment is caustic in the extreme. The JEWISH 
EXPONENT, of Philadelphia, characterises the action as “ irresponsi- 
bility in the House of Israel,’ and refers to the Representative 
Council as “ uninformed zealots." The AMERICAN HEBREW declares 
that Nazi peace with Jews alone is unthinkable and that the boycott 
must continue until Hitler and Nazi philosophy are overthrown. | 


Anti-Semites’ Electoral Defeat 


Smashing Victory for Governor Lehman 
our Correspondent—NeEW 


The national elections, which resulted in one of the most sensa 
tional victories of the Democratic Party in the history of the country, 
are of the utmost significance to the Jewish population, and demons 
trate that the attempts by Nazi, Fascist and anti-Semitic elements 
during the past two years to undermine the Roosevelt Government 
by attacking its Jewish members, have signally failed. One of the 
most important results of the election from the Jewish standpoint 
was the defeat of reactionary candidates such as Congressman 
McFadden, who on several occasions attacked Jews from the floor 
of Congress. 

In New York, Governor Leiman was re-elected by a tremendous 
majority of 800,000. Mr. J. Hylan, an opponent whose candidature 
was endorsed by the Nazis, received only a few thousand votes, 
despite the fact that the German-American population in New York 
numbers nearly 750,000. Throughout the country, eleven Jewish 
Congressmen were elected,

HIS PLACE IN PALESTINIAN HISTORY

at a Memorial Meeting in honour of Baron Edmond de Rothschild 
and Herr Johann Kremenetzky, which was held at 77, Great Russell 
Street.

Baron Edmond de Rothschild was Hon. President of the Jewish 
\gency, and Herr Johann Kremenetzky was a member ofthe Zionist 
xecutive from 1897 to 1905, and first Chairman of the Jewish 
National Fund, 

Mr. Berl Locker said that Baron Edmond's name had become 
» household word many years ago. He was'the pioneer in a very 
dificult task. His had been a fruitful life on which he could have 
looked back with satisfaction. In difficult times they could always 
rely upon his help. Baron Edmond occupied a notable place in the 
history of the Jewish people and of Eretz Yisrael, and the best way 
in which they could honour his memory was to carry on the work 
with redoubled effort. 

The late Herr Johann Kremenetzky, said Mr. Locker, was also 
one of the pioneers in the upbuilding of Palestine and a co-worker 
of Herzl. He was one of the founders of the Keren Kayemeth 
|. Israel and also took a practical part in the work. 

Sir Osmond E. d’Avigdor-Goldsmid said he was there not only 
on behalf of the Jewish Agency, but for the Jewish Board of Deputies 
and the Joint Foreign Committee, to express the grief of the whole 
iritish Jewish Community at the death of the Baron who was a man 
(big vision. He had set ont to prove that the Jew could be a 

.ceessful colonist and he did everything possible to relieve the 
miseries of their Russian co-religionists. Not only did he give 
‘mmense sums. of money but also of his time and brains to the 

velopment of his colonies in Palestine. 

Mr. Ben Gurion said that anyone going to Palestisie would see 
for himself in every part of the country evidence of Baron Edmond’s 
work. 

Rabbi Rubinstein (of Wilna) said that it was difficult to pay a 
tribute to one whose great work for Palestine was already so well 
known. By his death a great loss had been suffered by Israel. 

The Chairman read a telegram from Professor Brodetsky 
regretting his inability to be present, and paying his tribute to the 
memory of Baron de Rothschild and Herr Kremenetzkvy. 

The Rev. M. L, Perlzweig, in his tribute, said Baron de Rothschild 
was a great philanthropist, but he was something which was greater

Jewish National Fund Film 
A PIONEER EFFORT 


THE SPIRIT OF ERETZ YISRAEL 


As briefly mentioned in our last issue, the Jewish National 
Fund film of Palestine was presented last week at the Gaumont- 
British Theatre, Wardour Street, W. There were many distinguished 
people present. 

In considering the film, the many difficulties in the way of such 
an effort must receive consideration. First was the question of 
expenditure; we understand that only a small limited sum was 
available for the purpose, which factor imposes other obvious dis- 
abilities besides limiting the length and scope of the film. It was 
a pioneer effort, and that fact is indelibly stamped upon it 
througbout its length. It has the enthusiasm, the rushing, tearing 
hurry ofthe pioneer together with the roughness and the unpolished 
newness inseparable from pioneering. Its greatest virtues are the 
spirit, the tremendous sweeping Jewishness thatin other fields have 
made of the barrenness of Palestine a civilised, astonishingly 
cultivated Yishub, and the possibilities it shows to Jewish masters 
ofscreen technique for the making of an epic film. There is an 
introduction by Mr. Robert B. Solomon and a peroration by Lord 
Melchett. 

We understand that the prologue and epilogue have been cut 
in the version for commercial use. 

Our film critic writes: One found the film 
interesting despite its many technical faults. 
bad camera-work as in the very jerky opening shots of Haifa 
Harbour. Some of the photography of a land of brilliant sunshine 
is not upto the high standard oné might have expected. The cutting 
is poor and occasionally the commentator was almost gasping for 
breath in his efforts to describe the shots. The commentary itself 
is excellent and apart from some bad synchronisation, whieh may 
have been due tothe apparatus in the theatre, was quite the best 
part of the film. Over all, however, is the verve and spirit which 
completely dominate the film, making of a hurried whole some- 
thing at once interesting, appealing and inspiring. 

A representative of THr J&WISH CHRONICLE asked Lord Snell, 
who was present at the showing, for his views of the film. He said 
that if was a.vivid presentation of the teeming, creative life of 
the new Palestine.

Zionist Conference in Poland 


DR. REICH REINTERRED IN PALESTINE 


The Conference of the Zionist Federation of Eastern Galicia, 
held at Lemberg, adopted a resolution drawing attention to the 
increasing impoverishment of the Jewish population in Poland, and 
complaining that assurances given by the authorities to the Jews 
have not been carried into effect. The process of ejecting Jews from 
their economic positions continues. The wave of anti-Semitism is 
constantly becoming more intense. It is essential, says the resolu- 
tion, that protection should be provided for the impoverished and 
displaced Jews. 

Other resolutions protest against compulsory Sunday closing, 
call for a boycott of German goods, for the protection of Jewish 
Minorities, pledge support to the World Jewish Congress, and urge 
increased Zionist work within the Jewish Communities. An appeal 
is made to Jews abroad to give assistance to the impoverished Jews 
of Poland. 

The Conference also adopted a resolution expressing appreciation 
of the activities of the Zionist Deputies in the Polish Parliament. 

Three hundred and twelve delegates from 200 localities attended. 

Aa outstanding feature of the Conference was the exhumation, 
in the presence of representatives of the authorities and of great 
crowds, of the remains of Dr. Leon Reich, the leader of the East 
Galician Zionists, who died five years ago, for reinterment in 
Jerusalem. Mr. Nahum Sokolow delivered an address at the 
reinterment ceremony,

SEJIM STIRRED BY IMPASSIONED SPEECH

Jews and the Jewish situation figured prominently in the Sejm 
debates and were the subject of attacks on the opening day of the 
arliamentary session in Warsaw last week. The National Demo 
crats brought the Jewish problem to the fore in the general debate 
following the Budget speech and showed that they were making 
anti-Semitism the foremost principle in their programme. 

Rabbi Dr. Thon, the widely respected President of the Jewish 
Parliamentary Club, the replied to the anti-Semites. 
Whenever Dr. Thon speaks in the Sejm he is listened to with atten- 
tion and interest, but this time the impression he created was 
was profound, From time to time he was interrupted by the anti- 
semites with calls that the Jews should “leave Poland.’ 

Unlike his usual calm and unaggressive speeches, Dr. Thon's 
speech this time was incisive and bitter and mirrored completely 
the situation of the people he was defending inthe Sejm. “ The 
present Government,’ he said, ~ has taken the villages under its 
protection. But what about the towns with their millions of Jews ? 
Jewish sufferings are growing from day to day. 
the limit.”

Turning to the Government benches he said “ The men 
on these benches are responsible for the fate of the country. They 
should ultimately realise that things cannot go on like this. You 
cannot,’ he exclaimed, " condemn three million people to extermina- 
tion. Our Government exercises all its intelligence in order to 
destroy those economic sources from which the Jews derive a living. 
They think that they rule best when they take away from the Jews 
their means of earning a living.” 

Dr. Thon went on to enumerate a number of cases in which the 
Government actually carried out this anti-Jewish policy. Thus in 
Lancuc, discrimination was practised against Jewish co-operatives. 
in Sambor, non-Jewish institutions were favoured, whilst the Jewish 
were deprived of support. “ This situation,’ said Dr. Thon, 
~chicanery oa the one hand and lack of support on the other, 
is in sharp contrast with the declaration made by Colonel Beck 
in Geneva when he said that he did not need the Minorities 
Treaties because he treats the minorities well. We did not gain 
anything by the Treaties nor do we lose anything now. We did‘not 
40 to Geneva with our petitions. We prefer to say our mind here or 
in the offices of the Ministers. Not one of our grievances went to 
freneva. But do not fashion a whip out of our virtwes. From our 
deep loyalty to the country you must not assume that we bave 
no grievances. I declare that a great wrong is being committed 
against us in this respect. I ask in the presence of the Sejm 
and of the Government that the Minister rectify this wrong. It is 


imperative that we should be treated in the same way as other 
citizens,”

New Centre of Jewish Learning 


AN EASTERN. JEWISH RENAISSANCE 


By PAUL GOODMAN 

While the dispersal of German-Jewish scholarship has been a 
tragedy for Germany. its results have not been altogether negative” 
for the new Diaspora.’ In large measure, the exiles from Germany 
have had the effect of re-vitalising existing Communities and 
creating new centres of Jewish life throughout the world. One of the 
outstanding events in this respect has been the creation of a Chair 
of Judaica at the University of Dorpat (Tartu). As its foundation 
can be placed to the credit of the Central British Fund for German 
Jewry, and it is supported by the European Executive Council of 
the American Joint Distribution Committee, the undertaking 
assumes an exceptional interest for English-speaking Jews. 

The University of Dorpat, wh ch celebrated its tercentenary in 1952, 
is renowned in the academic, world. It has long exercised aremarkab'e 
attraction on Jewish students, as is shown by the jubilee celebration of 
the Academic Union of JewtXgh History and Literatare, which took place 
in February this year. Among its graduates are bumbered many men of 
distinction in Jewish public life. 

The politically favourable position of the small Jewish Community in 
Estonia, where for over a decade it has enjoyed cultural autonomy, led in 
1930 to the establishment of a Society for the Promotion of Jewish Studies 
at tho University. This not only received the official recognition of the 
Government, but evoked the sympathetic co-operation of the University 
authorities, who, in May 1932, adopted the scheme of a Chair for Jewish 
Studies in connection with the Philosophical Faculty. The scheme was 
drawn up on a comparatively broad scale, combining with Semit'cs 
generally the study of classical and modern Hebrew literature, while—to 
meet the new require ments in Eastern Europc— Yiddish is likewise treated 
scientifically. In view of the circumstances prevailing in C:ntral and 
astern Europe, special facilities are granted in respect of qualifications for 
adimiss'on, and would-be students :equiring information are invited to apply 
to the President of the Society, Mr. Jacob Blumenfeld (P.O.B, 50, Tartu, 
estonia). 

The establishment of the Chair of Judaica in connection with a 
historic European University is in itself in these days an event of out- 
standing importance, particularly to the Jews of Eastern and Central 
Europe. The cfforts made by the Jews of Germany over a long period of 
years to obtain official academic recognition for the Wissenscha/t des 
Judentwus proved abortive, with the exception of the establishment of 
the Chair at the University of Frankfort-on-Main held by Dr. Martin Buber 
since 1923, which came to an abrupt end with the advent of the Nazis. 


Replacing Germany 


The immediate purpose of the Dorpat Chair is to provide the necessary 
facilities for training academically qualified Jewish teachers in the Baltic 
and Scandinavian States for those Jewish students, especially at the 
Rabbinical Seminaries, who are unable to graduate at German Universi- 
ties. At Dorpat University, Judaic. is not only officially recognised 
in the general scheme of academic studies but is considered a major subject 
for the degrees of Master and Doctor... It is interesting to obscrve that, in 
addition to his Jewish students, the Seminar of Dr. Lazar Gulkowitch, the 
‘Professor for Judaica, is attended by four non-Jews, two of them from 
Profe+sor Gulkowich’s former University of Leipzig. In consideration 
of the importance attached to it, the Seminar is housed in the University 
building. 

Within the last few months, both Latvia and Estonia bave officially 
adopted English as the only foreign language to be taught in the 
elementary schools and as the principal foreign language in the secondary 
schools. In Jewish relations, too, it would be well if the cultural 
dependence of the Baltic Jews on Germany were to be superseded by

Anglo-Jewish influence. In this respect, it is gratifying to record that the 
potentialities of the Dorpat Chair of Judaica have been recognised not 
only by the Allocations Committee of the Central British Fund and by Dr. 
Bernhard Kahn, the European head ofthe American Joint Distribution 
Committee, but by numbers of competent authorities. A questionnaire 
circulated among the leading non-Jewish scholars of Semitics in this country 
on the subject of the Dorpat Chair of Judaica has elicited a remarkably 
sympathetic response. The Academic Committee, the Chief Rabbi, and 
notably Mr. Herbert Loewe, have also given their support to the under- 
taking. Its progress will thus be watched with interest far beyond the 
confines of the Baltic States themselves.

Eye-Witnesses Reports 


Development “Feasible But Difficult” 
SOVIET GOVERNMENT'S DETERMINED EFFORTS 

A detailed report on conditions in Bureya has been given to the 
Jewish Teleqraplic Agency by Dr. Joseph Rosen, Director of the 
Agrojoint (American Jewish Joint Agricultural Corporation) who 
has just returned to Moscow, together with his colleagues, after a 
three weeks’ tour of inspection. 

Dr. Rosen declared that the party had not limited themselves 
to visiting a few points on or near the railroad, but had crossed the 
country in several directions, stopping at practically every inhabited 
place of the sparsely populated Region, which now comprised an 
area of about 10,000,000 acres. Almost one-third of the territory, he 
went on, was occupied by low hills and was thus unsuitable for 
agricultural development. The hills, however, presumably abounded 
in mineral resources and were, moreover, richly forested. The 
other two-thirds of the territory were mainly more or less marshy 
lowlands that could be made tillable only after extensive, and rather 
expensive, drainage development. Several considerabie drainage 
projects wereon hand. Judging by the results and condition of the 
crops on smaller tracts of similar, but slightly more favourably 
situated land, now under cultivation, it might be reasonably 
expected that these projects, provided the land be properly handled 
after the initial drainage, should develop successfully. 

Here and there, amid the lowlands, were scattered compara. 
tively small spots of slightly elevated flats of drier and lighter soils, 
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a number of which had been cleared and turned into fairly fe,t;), 
fields. All kinds of crops had been successfully grown on them 
including spring wheat, oats, soya beans, early varieties of maj;, 
potatoes, and all common vegetables. The lowlands were cover,,) 
with a coarse grass, of rather low feeding value. When the land Was 
drained, more valuable varieties of grasses take a foothold and t),.. 
natural pastures and meadows gradually improve, making it possi})| . 
to develop all kinds of livestock farming. 


Possibilities for Industrial Development 

The industrial development of the country presented greaj,., 
opportunities and fewer difficulties. The natural resources of ra.

Dr. Rosen then referred to the question of “ war clouds” in the Fa: 
East. With the present political situation in Europe, he observed, it w» 
not easy to say where the danger for the Jewish masses was greater, 
in the. Far East or in the Near West. 

There were at present about 10,000 Jews living in the Autonomo: 
Region, the majority of them not really settled yet and engaged most!) 
in the various co-operatives and Government shops. The regional ani 
district Government offices were now being organised. The capacity o' 
the Region was of course much larger than the present population, and 
the Government, being anxious to expedite the settlement, would natural), 
welcome the participation in this work of the foreign Jewish organisations, 
who have had valuable experience along these lines. It would welcome 
the settlement of considerable numbers of foreign Jews alongside the 
Russian Jews, and was naturally prepared to grant much greater 
privileges to settlers in Biro- Bidjan than in other sections of the country 

Mr. Rosen added that they were particularly pleased to notice that 
none of the Government officials or representatives, with whom they 
discussed matters made the slightest attempt to try to minimise th 
difficulties connected with the settlement and development of | the 
country ; on the contrary, they invariably made it a point to underline 
difficulties. Numerous conversations they had had with responsible 
central and local Government officials left no doubt that the Sovict 
Government was determined to go ahead vigorously with the deve!opment 
of the project in spite of all dificalties. 


“Ort” Director on “Improved Conditions’’ 


A report on Bureya has also been given by Dr. Zegelnitzky, Director 
of.the Moscow office of the Ort Verband, who visited the country 
simultaneously with, but independent of, Dr. Rosen. He was accompanied 
by Mr. Weinstein of the Odessa Ort. He stated there were in Biro-Bidjan 
vast vacant areas of land available which, after proper preliminary treat 
ment, might be used for agricultural purposes, both under fleld and garden 
crops. There were also considerable possibilities for the development of 
cattle and dairy farming, fisheries, lumber and woodworking industrics 
and heavy industries. 

He also stressed the initial difficulties in the way of drainage, 
clearing, road-making, house building, technical training for settlers, etc. 

The participation of Jewish public organisations abroad in the colonisa 
tion of Biro-Bidjan with the utilisation of their experience in colonisation 
and the application of technical, financial and organisational meavs, 
would be of tremendous benefit both to the Jewish population already 
settled in Biro-Bidjan, and for the tature development of the settlement:, 
Dr. Zegelnitzky declared. The work so far accomplished, although not 
free from defects in the past {as pointed out by the local workers them. 
selves), nevertheless had many achievements to its credit, of which they 
were able to satisfy themselves on the spot. A number of supporting 
points both for agriculture and industry, had been successfully created 
in Biro-Bidjan. Schools had been built in all the villages. A network of 
medical establishments was being created. The building of a theatre 
was nearing completion. Consumers’ co-operative stores and restaurants 
were gradually starting operations. The administrative centre, the town 
of Biro-Bidjan, was growing rapidly and becoming a point of attraction for 
the settlers. 

They were also able to observe a fair number of old established 
Jewish settlers employed on state farms, collective farms, in industria! 
enterprises and on the railways. They admitted past privations, but al! 
declared that conditions of life in Biro-Bidjan had now considerably 
improved. 


United Synagogue Fellowship 


On Monday next an important development will be effected in the 
work of the Fellowship which will be entering into occupation of a suite 
of rooms at the Jewish Institute, The Fellowship’s new home will 
permit of the fostering of cultural activities that figure prominently in 
its aims.

The 
fortnightly fanctions continue to be held with great success. Sir Osmond 
da’ Avigdor Goldsmid gave a talk last week on “The Work of the Board of 
Deputies.”

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Sale of Hindquarters Meat

sin,—Your readers will have read with considerable interest the 

‘ract you published in your issue of the 9th inst., from THE JEWIsH 

ONICLE of fifty years ago, concerning the discussion by the Board 

shechita in 1884 of the problem of the sale of hindquarter meat by 

‘ish butehers. One cannot but notice the great change which has taken 
) ace in the administration of the Shechita Board's affairs during the past 
ifty years, a period marked at its commencement by meticulous obser- 
vance of Jewish law in Kashruth affairs and showing at the present 
day adeplorable weakening of Jewish practice in this direction, more 
particularly in regard to the sale of bindquarter meat. 

No respecter or lover of orthodoxy can remain unmoved at the 

pectacle Which presents itself of the desecration of our Kashruth laws, 
condoned, if not actively encouraged, by the very body in whose keeping 
has been entrusted the safe maintenance of Kashruth in Metropolitan 
lowry. Assuming that the Shomerim employed by the Shechita Board to 
) rge hindquarter meat, are competent to carry ont properly the highly 
(ificalt and technical task involved, the most optimistic of observers will 
juestion their ability to cope single-handed with the vast amount of work 
which falls upon their shoulders in shops holding a licence to sell hind- 
quarter meat. ait must be clear to any but the most superticial student of 
the problem that it is a physical impossibility for one Shomer, in the time 
at his disposal, correctly to porge all the hindquarter meat-sold ina week 
in anormal shop, and accordingly one questions, without any reflection on 
the character or intention of the Shomer, whether all the meat sold to 
consumers by the butchers is properly porged. 

One reads with no small interest the words of the late Dr. Hermann 
Adler quoted in your carrent issue “I fully admitthat the payment of a 
Shomer-Porger entails heavy expense upon the butcher and I trust 
the Board will be able to devise some fiuancial measure by which the 
burden may be lightened.” 

In the light of this statement it seems difficult to justify the present 
condition of affairs, whereby a butcher is obliged to make a substantial 
weekly payment to the Shechita Board in respect of his licence to sell 
Lindquarters. Th's is a course which carries in its train one very obvious 
consequence, namely, that the butcher upon whom this financial burden 
‘alls, naturally seeks to increase as far as possible his sale of hindquarter 
meat, even, ifmecessary, at the cost of his sa’e of forequarters, with the 
result that many customers sufficiently rigid in their observance as not to 
ish to purchase hindquarters, are, in their ignorance, provided with such 
iueat by their butchers. 

I have given two points of the many valid and practical considerations 
hich should influence the Ecclesiastical authorities to introduce new 
legislation in regard to the sale of hindquarters, if, as seems evident, such 
eat must be sold. And, in common with many of your readers, I trust 
that such legislation will not be long delayed in its application.

Support for National Declaration 


War the Worst Catastrophe for the Jewish People 


The Chief Rabbi presided on Sunday evening over a meeting of 
the Jewish Peace Society which was held at the residence of Dr. 
and Mis. Claude Montefiore, 42, Portman Square, W., when addresses 
were delivered by Professor S. Brodetsky and Dr. Emanuel Miller. 

Dr. HERTZ said that the League of Nations had fulfilled only an 
infinitesimal part of the hopes which it inspired when it was first 
launched upon a hopeful humanity. Yet it had accomplished a 
great deal. It hal persisted now for sixteen years. That in itself 
Was almost a miracle. But the whole League idea was now in great 
danger, and was being insidiously attacked; and it was for humanity 
to rise in its support and fight for the League. The time had come for 
some public gesture and action by which they should demonstrate the-r 
belief in the League, and this gesture and action were now being under- 
taken by Lord Cecil and the League of Nations Union in Great Britain. 
They were convinced that if all Governments conld be satisfied that the 
British people stood for peace, for support of the League, for real disarin. 
ament and for collective resistance to all aggression, then peace wou'd be 
maintained. And it was the duty of every citizen and every lover of 
peace to convince the world that the British people stood for peace, that 
they believed in the League of Nations and supported the League. Of 
course, it was evident that if this was demonstrated to the world by a 
National Declaration, the forces of peace woukl be immeasurably 
strengthened, and for this purpose the National Declaration forms would 
be distributed by the League of Nations to the people of this country who 
would be asked to answer five questions. 

The CHIEF RABBI then read these questions together with a letter 
which he had sent to Lord Cecil strongly supporting the Declaration and 
expressing the carnest hope that it wou'd meet with the fullest success. 


, Make the Next War Impossible 

Professor BRODETSKY said that they as Jews knew perbaps better 
than other citizens of this country that there were few Powers that could 
speak with such authority and whose words would be received with such 
understanding as Great Britain when it spoke about this most important 
of all international issues. He thought that if this country would give a 
determined lead in favour of such a constitution of international affairs as 
would make the next war impossible, then not only would this lead be 
followed and be successful, but it would also be the greatest, among many 
great services, that this country had rendered to human. c.vilisation. 
They ought to concentrate upon making the next war impossible. 
It had been declared authoritatively from time to time that in a country 
like Great Britain there was no such a thing as a Jewish vote. But there 
were ceriain matters which interested them as Jews, and he thought he 
was right in saying that on the question of Peace they had a right to say 
there was a Jewish vote. He thought that Jews should as Jews 
unanimously “ plamp” in favour of assuring the peace of the world. 
One of the accusations occasionally levelled against them was that 
they were pacifists and in favour of the international arrange ment of the 
affairs of humanity in such a way as to avoid war. That accusation be 
accepted to the extent of one hundred per cont. He thought that Jews 
shou 'd never try to give the impression that they were also bloodthirsty. 
They were not. They should always make it perfectly clear that their 
religion enjvined upon them that they should bo in favour of world peace. 


The Immorality of War 

In the course of his further observations, Professor Brodetsky spoke of 
the preseut state of affairs of Europe which he said was due to the fact 
that they had had only an armistice sort of peace and not complete peace. 
They were there, he said, to demonstrate a united national desire on the 
part of the whole British nation in favour of peac>. There wasonly one 
way in which peace would be prodaced, and that was by a pressure upon 
the statesmen of Europe on the part of the citizens of Europe. There 
was no other way. He agreed, said Professor Brodetsky, with what THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE had written in dealing with Sir Oswald Mosley’s 
attacks upon the Jews. They did not wish to have a world war in order 
to help the Jews of Germany, because they considered it immoral to have 
a war at all, and they considered that nothing good could come out of 
immorality whether to the Jewish people or any other people. The 
greatest of all Jewish probiems was the fact that they were called upon 
with flesh, blood and bones to pay for the mistakes of others in a way that 
no other people was called upon todo. The mistakes of the world were 
paid for by the Jewish body andthe Jewish soul, and if there was a war 
they could be sure they would * get it in the neck” first. And so from 
the point of view of sheer self-interest it was to them a policy of Jewish 
national insurance that there should not be another war, 


Psychology to the Rescus 


Dr. EMANUEL MILLER dealt with the psycholog:cal aspect of the 
subject, and said he thought that the time would come when those who 
held posts in Governments would have to go through a mental test—not 
merely an intelligence test but a test of emotional stability. He did not 
think peace would come if they talked aboutitin political terms. He 
did not think the problem of peace was going to be solved politically. It 
was going to be solved psychologically, by which he meant a change of 
international mood rather than international structure. 

Sir MEYER SPIELMAN, Chairman of the Council of the Society, said 
that they were not a pacifist society but a genuine peace society. They 
knew how far to go. Sir Meyer paid tribute to the memory of Mr. 
Harry Lewis who had taken a very active part in their activities. 

Dr. CLAUDE MONTEFIORE said that while there was room for honest 
diversity of opinion as to the methods by which peace was to be obtained, 
there could be no two opinions as to the object of their society.

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Art Notes 


Hans Feibusch in the London Group 


The thirty-second exhibition of the London Group at the New 
Burlington Galleries contains four good Meninskys (Nos. 7, 19, 159, 
171) and in the first gallery a“ Still Life" (No. 45) by Enid Abrahams, 
which is an exceptionally attractive arrangement of colour and tone 
beautifully painted. In the same room there is a fine pastel 
by Mark Gertler, entitled “Homage to Roger Fry” (No. 70) 
and Morris Kestelman’s dramatic ~The Burnt Farm" (No. 78). 
Immediately inside the second Gallery we find Susan Jacobsen's 
* Pauline" (No, 83), a beautifully co-ordinated portrait with a wealth 
of loveliness in the painting of the blouse. When we come to Hans 
Feibusch, however, we forget all the rest. He is one of those rare 


. artists who can make a passionate statement without neglecting the 
decencies. 


His “ Drummer” (No. 115) is a surrealist tour-de-force 
with positively rampart triangles and a colour scheme of 
black, white and scarlet softened by grey. “Boats” (No. 158) 
may perhaps prove more lasting in its satisfaction, and its cleverly 
arranged diamond is drawn and painted with complete assurance. 
Take care, too, not to miss his ~ Evening Landscape” (No. 119), 
Cross-roads ” (No. 144) and “Flying Figures” (No. 204, over the 
stairs). Other pictures, which should, however, be looked at before 
the Feibusches, are Hyman Myer’s “ Flower Piece” (No. 148), Pyzer 
Cowen's “ Aylesford, Kent” (No. 190) and Belle Cramer's “ Morning 
Light’ (No. 220), the latter two being badly hung in the Staircase 
Gallery. 


Julia Lowenthal’s Flower Paintings 


Julia H. Lowenthal’s flower paintings in oil at the Brook Street 
Art Galleries show that she has well learnt one of the first lessons 
of such works, namely, true pigmentation. The composition of 
colour and of mass is always sound, and the additional pleasure of 
paint nicely put on compensates to some extent fora feeling of 
disappointment that these pictures give perhaps not quite as 
much pleasure as the actual flowers would if as nicely arranged. 
Unless a flower-piece can give more it fails to rise above the 
representational art of the world’s Barlington Houses. Pictures 
like Tulips” (No. 6) and Primroses (No. 10), in which porcelain 
figures are combined with flowers, are more interesting, mainly by 
virtue of. presenting a more difficult problem to the artist. Miss 
Lowenthal’s etchings, aquatints and drawings show an equal respect 
for the medium employed, and the drypoint called “John” (No. 4) 
goes far beyond this seldom-answered requirement and gives real 
wsthetic pleasure. The Chinese black-and-white: aquatints are 
perfectly composed and beautifully rhythmical and so compensate to 
some extent for the absence of colour, which this form of art cries 
out for. 


Morris Wiedman at the R.1LB.A. 


The exceptionally beautiful new building of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects, in Portland Place, is that rarest and most 
admirable of things, an official commission allotted by merit to 
young men. G. Grey’ Wornum, the architect of the beautifully 
proportioned building, is only forty-six years old and Bainbridge 
Copnall, the sculptor of the six excellent relief figures in Portland 
stone on the exterior, is only thirty-one. His assistant. Morris 
Wiedman, is twenty-two, and apart from doing his share of swarming 
up and down the scaffolding, he has himself modelled a series of 
eight plaster panels.on the ceiling of the Council Room landing. The 
principal one, representative of town-planning, is over the Council 
Room door and is 14 feet long. Altogether there are thirty-three 
figures and each of the panels is related in subject matter to its 
particular part of the landing. There is one indicative of Flight, over 
the lift ; one of Sunrise, over the electric light; one of Study, over the 
library door; one of Recreation, over the glass door leading to the roof 
garden and so on. They are all conceived as architectural] design and 
great use has been made of horizontal, 
vertical and diagonal lines. Mr: Wied. 
man seems to have been influenced. and 
quite rightly, by the direct strength of 
Mexican carving, and the corner-panel 
entitled “Construction,” which we 
reproduce here, shows his cleverness 
in overcoming technical difficulties. 
Like his extremely able chief, Mr. 
Copnall, Mr. Wiedman started his 
career as a painter, and at the age of 
nineteen he won his A.R.C.A. for 
painting.

CreLERY, one of the best of the non-starchy vegetables, is plentiful and 
heap. It is delicious either raw or cooked, and now that it is at its best 
tit 
-pould be served frequently, | 
‘Raw, it can be served as an hors dauvrre shredded and dressed with 
ravyonaise or tartare sauce; OF quite plain with cheese, or cut up in 
~ It can be boiled, stewed or braised, and is excellent for flavouring 
goups or stews. For the latter, use the outside sticks and the green tops. 


Boiled Celery 
‘+e MOVE the outside stalks, trim the roots and cut off the green leaves, 
clean very thoroughly and cut into short lengths. Plunge into salted 
polling water to which two or three slices of lemon have been added, and 
boll till tender, about forty-five minutes. Serve plain or coat with white 
cr brown sauce. 


Braised Celery (1) 

Two large heads of celery. Stock, ? pint. 

Two carrots. Margarine, 2 ozs. 

One onion. Cornflour, 1 dessertspoonful. 

PREPARE the celery and cut it into two-inch lengths. Prepare the 

earrots and onion and chop them finely. Melt the margarine in a stew- 
pan, add the carrots and onion and fry a golden brown; then add the 
eolery and stock, season to taste, cover and simmer gently for an hour, 
Thbicken with cornflour and serve very hot. 


Braised Celery (2) 
Two heads of celery. Flour, 1 oz, 
Vegetable margarine, 3 ozs. Seasoning. 
Marmite, teaspoonful 
CLEAN the celery and cut it into short lengths, Boil in salted water 
for fifteen minutes; then drain it. Melt two ounces of margarine ina 
’ casserole; lay in the celery; cover and cook in a slow oven until tender. 
Melt one ounce of margarine in a small saucepan; add the flour and let it 
brown. Stir in half-a-pint of the water in which: the celery was cooked 
and stir till boiling. Add the marmite; season to taste and pour into the 
Re-heat and serve in the casserole.

Fried Celery 
PREPARE the celery and cut it into three-inch lengths. Plunge into 
boiling salted water to which a couple of slices of lemon have been added, 
and cook for twenty minutes; then drain (reserve the water for soup). 

Coat with frying batter and 
fry a golden brown in boiling fat. Or, instead of dipping in batter, brush 
over with beaten egg and coat with breadcrumbs. 


Celery and Eggs au Gratin 
PuT a layer of cooked celery in the bottom of a fireproof dish, thena 
layer of sliced hard-boiled egg. Sprinkle with grated cheese, salt and 
pepper, and repeat the layers. Pour over a moderately thick white sauce. 
Sprinkle the top with grated cheese and breadcrumbs; dot with butter 
and bake for haif-an-hour in a moderate oven. :

Soup Kitchen 
ANNUAL REPORT 
The following is an abstract of the Annual Report presented at the 


Annual Meeting of the Soup Kitchen, a report of which appeared in our 
last issue: 


This year marks the eightieth anniversary of the Kitchen, which was 
founded in 1854. To supply bread, soup and other necessaries of life to our 
starving poor.during the four winter months of the year has been the proud and 
continuous achievement of the Charity for this long period. In the year 1933- 
1934, about 5,000 persons per night were supplied with food. This proves that 
the founders who so wisely and generously helped to institute this Charity had 
vision and were mindful of the sad quotation from the Bible: ** The poor shall 
never cease out of the land.’’ In the previous Annual Report, the Committee 
had to record the tragic rise in the number having recourse to the Kitchen. 
Whilst the figures for the past year show a decrease on those of the year before, 
no doubt because ofan improvement in economic conditions, they are, except 
for last year’s, the highest in the past twenty years. When itis remembered 
that these 5,100 received food on each of four nights every week during the winter 
months, the beneficent work of the Kitchen will be realised. The food distributed 
was as in previous years, namely bread and soup on cach cvening, and, in 
addition, sardines or margarine alternately on the first three evenings of the 
week, and pilchards on Thursday evenings, with an extra so n of bread on 
the latter evening to tide the recipients over the week-end; in each case the 
amount varying with the size of the family. A special meed of thanks is due to 
the Guild of Service, a body of young men and women who have set themselves 
the task of he!ping any worthy cause. 


In the concluding passages of the Report an appeal is made for financial 
support.

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SOLOMON MUNK AND THE LATE BARON EDMOND 


Who was instrumental in inspiring the late Baron Edmond with 
so much love of and devotion to Palestine? It is generally attributed 
to Graetz's “ History of the Jews,’ which the Baron had read in his 
early youth. 

That may be true, a writer in the JEWISH PosT observes, but the 
very reading of Graetz’s “ History” has to be explained. The Rothschild 
family, he says, distinguished itself in many ways, but, with perhaps few 
exceptions, not for its knowledge of Jewish history or for its devotion to 
the Hebrew language. Without minimising the influence of Graetz’s 
“ History” on the young ‘Baron and the tremendous effect of Rabbi 
Samuel Mohliver’s words in seeking aid for co!onisation in Palestine, 
he is of opinion that the ground had already been prepared by no less a 
person than Solomon Munk, who was the teacher of the Rothschild family. 
Munk, the great Hebrew scholar and orientalist, who succeeded Renan as 
Professor of Hebrew at the College de France, was apart from his scholar- 
liness, a zealous Jew deeply attached to Jewish history, to Jewish 
literature and to Palestine. Munk, it will be recalled, accompanied 
Montefiore and Crémieux, both ardent lovers of Zion and associated with 
the Choveveci Zion movement, to Egypt in connection with the Damascus 
blood libel to act as Arabic interpreter, of which language be was master. 
The tragedy of the Jewish people weighed very heavily upon him, and 
there can be nodoubt, therefore, that as tutor to the Rothschild family he 
succecded in instilling in the susceptible young soul of Edmond an interest 
in the Jewish people and regard for its future, both of which were 
heightened by Gractz s ‘ History’’ and developed into that boundless 
love and devotion to Eretz Yisrael and to the Hebrew languace. 


THREE ANNIVERSARIES 


To a people living mainly on memories remembrance of outstand- 
ing events is of peculiar significance. It is, therefore, not surprising 
that the Jewish Press devotes so much space to anniversaries. 
Within the past week or so numerous articles appeared on Sir Moses 
Montefiore who was born 150 years ago, on the Conference at 
Kattowitz and on the Balfour Declaration. These are not unrelated : 
they are connected by the thread of Zionism. Sir Moses Montefiore 
is still a household name in Jewry, not because he was a generous 
philanthropist, but because he shared the dream of the Jewish people, 
the restoration of Zion—and worked for its realisation. The Con- 
ference at Kattowitz fifty years ago, which is being remembered in 
Jewry, was the first organised attempt towards the translation of 
the age-long ideal into a reality. Indeed, one of the first acts of that 
historic assembly which paved the way for the Zionist Congress, 
was an expression of greeting to Sir Moses Montefiore. 

A recent number of HAOLAM was almost exclusively devoted to the 
Kattowitz assembly and to the most active intellect of that gathering, 
Dr. Leo Pinsker, author of “ Au'o-Emancipation.” Other Hebrew and 
Yiddish journals in different countries contained historical and biographical 
material in connection with the conference fifty years ago, which lasted 
for five days. The meeting, one gathers from the records, was attended 
by thirty-six delegates, most of them men of eminence, from Great Britain, 
France, Russia, Germany and Rumania. Dr, Pinsker, who was elected 
Chairman, delivered the opening address in which he pictured the economic 
position of the Jewish people and stressed the need of a radical change in 
the economic structure in Jewry by way of settling them on the soil, thus 
transforming them into a productive peasantry. Itis interesting to note 
from passages in his speech reproduced in different journals, that the author 
of Auto- Emancipation ” foretold the conflict between capital and labour. a 
conflict which, he said, threatened the Jewish people with the danger of 
being ground between the two opposing forces. He concluded his opening 
adress by expressing his inmost conviction that the Jewish people were

Greater Scope for Youth ? 


[From our Correspondent | 
At the Higher Broughton Synagogue Hall on Sunday, under 


the auspices of the Senior Literary Society of the Congregation, a 


debate was beld on the subject “ That Youth be given greater scope 
in the management of the affairs of the Community.” Mr. E. 
Lichtenstein presided. 

Mr. Isidore Sandler, putting the case for the motion, said that 
the Jewish position to-day was frightening the young people. They 
saw a return to the methods and ontlook of the jungle in country 
after country, and they realised that the freedom afforded Anglo- 
Jewry to purstie its lawful occasions in peace was an influence for 
defending the Jewish people wherever they might be. Jewish Youth 
was coming to recognise the heavy liability that it must therefore 
accept. Youth no longer appealed to its elders for recognition—it 
demanded it. Mr. Sandler, dividing communal effort into three 
main sections, asked that two young people should be elected on the 
Board of Management of every Synagogue, to put their views in 
spiritual matters which for the vast majority were neglected. 
Secondly, Youth Aid Societies should be formed for all charitable 
institutions, to give trainimg and to form a reservoir for executive 
office. There, was no reason for men to hold office for life, or for the 
same elderly Executive to be elected year after year. The team 
spirit was better than individual effort, no matter how brilliant. 
Thirdly, Youth was trying to develop a cultural and sporting out- 
look among Jewry, but it received little help from the elders. In 
Manchester the Jewish cultural aspect was poor; and, mm trying to 
remedy that, youth should receive the moral and financial help 
from its elders that was lacking. 

Mr. Manuel -Cansino spoke of the difficulty young men 
experienced in approaching the institutions with the offer of their 
help, in spite of being told that they were needed. Their leaders 
should definitely invite the young men to come in; Institutions, 
such as clubs, where young people took a prominent part in the 
management showed that they could be successful. Young vigour 
and criticism were needed in all organisations. 

Mr. Emil Dalberg, who opposed, said that they very rarely found 
young people coming forward and offering their services—they were 
usually too busy with their vocations to spare time for the Com. 
munity. There was the question of the respect which certain 
positions demanded. Their leaders of the present time were men 
who had “ qualified” by years of communal service, but they had 
had to show their capabilities first. That was the crux of the 
matter—Youth was welcome, but must show its capabilities. 

Dr. S. Levy stressed the stability which maturer years brought. 
Youth should certainly be allowed scope, but it could not demand 
“ greater" scope, as it suffered from impatience and restiveness 
which militated against its efforts until it reached steadier years. 
Youth resented criticism, but if it were allowed to do all it wanted 
it would regret it in the years of experience. 

Among those who took part in the discussion were Councillors 
Leslie Lever and S. Taylor, Messrs. G. Kostoris and S. Davis, and 
Miss J. Rosenfield. The Chairman, summing up the discussion 
said that there was probably no doubt that the consensus of opinion 
would agree that youth should be given its opportunity. Rabbi 
Dr. S. M. Lehrman proposed, and Alderman S. Finburgh seconded, 
a vote of thanks to the speakers. A similar compliment was paid 
to the Chairman, on the proposal of Mr. Harry Myers,

Olympic Games 


NON-JEWISH SPORTSMAN’S PROTEST AGAINST GERMANY 


According to the JEWISH EXPONENT, of America, Jack Shea, the 
Olympic Speed Skating Champion, states that he will not compete in the 
Olympic Games if heli in Germany, if he is chosen to represent the United 
States. Shea, who is a non-Jew, declares that his refusal to compete in 
Germany represents his protest against the inhuman treatment accorded 
to Jews. The following statement he sent to Rabbi Stephen Wise, Hon. 
President of the American Jewish Congress: 


“TI point out, Sir, that in the American Olympic Speed Skating Team 
of the last Olympic Contest held at Lake Placid in February, 1932, there 
were at least three Jews. There is every reason to believe that perhaps 
in the next team there will also be Jews. Now, what the American 
Athletic Union bas asked the Jews to do is this: To humiliate themselves 
by going to Germany, where they are considered as swine; to allow 
themselves to be embarrassed ; to sacrifice the honour of their race. I, 
personally, do not agree with the policy of the Hitler regime which seeks 
to destroy the Jews. The fight against the Jews in Germany, I feel, is 
barbarian and un-Christian and crosses national and raciallines. Ifl were 
one of those chosen to represent my country in the fourth winter of Olympic 
Games, I would not for a moment consider going to Germany where my 
brother-Jew is considered as lower than human. I represented my 
country as a member of the Speed Skating Team in the Olympic Games 
in Lake Placid in 1932 and won the 500 and 1,500 meter Skating Races for 
the United States. Butin the face of such a condition, irrespective of 
promises for courtesy to the Jews by the Nazi, if 1 were chosen avd in 
the mind of competing again in Olympic competition, I would refuse 
curtly to do so as a friendly and sympathetic gesture towards the Jews of 
the United States.”

The 
Society has, so far, no affiliations, but the Committee are considering the 
pros and cons of such bodies as the U.J.L.8., for the purpose. 

From Mrs. H. Miller I learnt that the local Community had given the 
Society every support and she spoke with particular gratitude of the work 
of Mr. Harry Kosky (President of the Synagogue), Mr. W. Adler (Chair- 
man of the Synagogue) and Mr. G. Chapman. The “ V.C.S.L.8.,” which 
has been in existence for seven years, has forty members from 18 years of 
age upwards.

The Annval Display and Prize-giving of the Brady Associated Clubs 
were held on Sunday at the Clubs’ premises, Durward Street, W hite- 
chapel, E. Mr. Arnold Levy presided and Mrs, Siegmund Jacob 
distributed the prizes. 

The CHAIRMAN said that they needed £20,000 for their new building 
nearby. So far they had collected only athir.1 of that sum. On Tuesday, 
the 20th inst., a dinner in aid of the fands of the Clubs will be held at the 
Savoy Hotel, at which the Rt. Hon. H. A. L. Fisher and Viscountess Astor 
will be the principal guests. 

Reports were presented of the Girls’ Clab, the Junior Club, the Play 
Centre and the Boys’ Club. 

Miss MICHAELSON said that they had an average attendance of 40 to 

60 in the Girls’ Clab, and when the number reached 75 they were crowded 
out. Among their activities were dramatics, drill and dress-making. 
They badly needed better accommodation. Alderman Miss Miriam 
Moses, J.P., said that sixty boys and girls attended the Junior Club four 
evenings a week. That section was very important, because there they 
trained the younger boys and girls to become real club leaders. Miss 
Barwel speaking of the Play Centre said that it catered for children 
between the agesof four andeleven. They met four eve rings a week and 
they had an average attendance during the summer session of thirty to 
forty and in the winter session between seventy and eighty. Mr. Ansell, 
in presenting the Boys’ Club report, said that the membership had gone 
up and was now approaching 200.. All their classes were well attended. 

Mrs. BARNETT JANNER presented the Treasurers’ Report, and said 
that this year they had an overdraft at the bank due to the increased 
activities in all sections of the Club. She hoped the Community would 
support their appeal and that those present would encourage their friends 
to become annual subscribers. 

Mr. BARNETT JANNER, M.P., said that he hoped that everyone would 
realise the importance of their movement particularly in these difficult 
times. He referred to the good work for the Clubs of the Chairman and 
Mrs. Siegmund Jacob and her family, and extended a welcome to Dayan 
Gollop and Dr. O'Donovan, M.P. 

Dayan M. GOLULoP said that their many activities in their small 
cramped premises spoke wonders, not only for the Managers of the Club 
but for the spirit which pervaded ali the members of that Club. He wished 
to express the hope that the dream of the Managers to see new premises 
erected, worthy of the activities of the Club, would soon be realised. The 
members there learnt two great lessons—self-control and service. 

Dr. W. J. O'DONOVAN, M.P., said that he could say from his own 
knowledge of the Jewish people that they deserved every consideration 
that the British Empire could give them. He described the work of the 
Clubs as a voluntary system of self-improvement. So long as they had 
that system they would never have in London or in England that state 
of dominance which they had in Germany. He deplored the teaching of 
militarism to chikiren abroad, and said that if every Community got 
together in that voluntary way for self-improvement and had clubs with 

' junior sections, then he could not conceive achild saying : * Please Daddy, 
where is my rifle?” 

Alderman Miss MOsEs thanked Mrs. Jacob for the gift of £1,250 which 
she and her family had given to their appeal. It was proposed to name 
the library in the new building after Mrs. Jacob's son. She appealed to 
all former Brady Club boys who had done well in life to respond to the 

* Club's appeal.

For the Future Mothers in Israel 


From Mr. ERNEST LESSER 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Srr,— May I crave the hospitality of your colamns for a few words in 
support of the appeal of the Brady Associated Clubs, in connection with 
which Lord Bearsted has kindly consented to preside at a dinner to be 
held at the Savoy Hotelon Tnesday next. With the multiplicity of other 
appeals now before the Community, there is a danger of the importance 
of this appeal being overlooked or insufficiently,appreciated. Its paramount 
purpose is to found, for the first time, a really adequate centre for social, 
religious and educational work among girls and young women ina densely 
populated Jewish part of Wh techapel, where poverty and overcrowding, 
with all their attendant ills, are still rampant, 

Hitherto, for some years past, anattempt has been made to minister 
in some measure to the more urgent needs of these young people in the 
totally inadequate accommodation afforded by part of the Brady Street 
Club premises. It was a generous act on the part of the then Committee 
of the Working Lads’ Club to surrender a portion of their not too ample 
accommodation in order to provide something in the nature of a centre for 
this much-needed work among the sisters, etc., of their members. But it 
has been impossible here to do justice to the clamant needs of both sexes 
in the large area served by the Club. 

The erection of the new centre in Hanbury Street will serve an 
important double purpose. It enables justice to be done for the first time 
to the somewhat neglected girl population ofthis Jewish area, and it will 
restore to the original lads’ club its entire premises and prevent any 
further cramping of its old-time activities. | 

It is vain to hug the illusion that with the virtual cessation of alien 
immigration since 1914, our East End problem should by now have solved 
itself. Nothing could be further from thé truth. In Whitechapel we 
are confronted with a problem of poverty -and distress of a static and 
gone — which in all probability will continue for many years 
o come to call fora steady output of s 
y ocial and philanthropic work, if 

Despite all the great output of personal service in th 
the part of the Community during the last thirty years, ew gelesen 
never yet been done to the special needs of our girls and young women— 
the future mothers in Israel.

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Investments and Securities 


BY OUR CITY EDITOR 


British Government securities continue the outstanding feature 
in the stock markets. Several of the stocks are breaking high record 
price levels day after day. Much foreign money is invested in 
British stocks, partly owing to disturbed politics and finance at 
European centres. Another reason is that the clearing banks of 
London are in many instances lowering rates of deposit where these 
have been above the recognised minimum of a half of one per cent. 
Most sections are forced to play second fiddle to the investment 
departments. At the same time, a feeling of reasonable confidence 
prevails throughout markets. South African gold shares have been 
somewhat depressed by forced liquidation on the part of speculators 
in Johannesburg, Brussels and Paris. The market position is now 
more favourable, and a recovery is taking place among Kaffir issues 
on merit. The Central Mining interim dividend of 8s. a share less 
tax against 6s. a year ago created a good impression. 


Big Trust Undertaking 


A 5 per cent. annual distribution has been made for years on 
British Electric Traction deferred ordinary stock. An interim of 
25 per cent. has just been announced forthe year ending March 31st 
next, and in all probability the dividend for the year will be made 
upto5 percent. Yet, the stock has a market price of £855. The 
price is freely predicted to a still higher level. The reason is that 
in addition to the actual cash dividend it has been the policy of the 
Board to make a scrip distribution of 10 per cent. in deferred stock 
every year. This has been forthcoming for some years, with the 
exception of 1952 when the scrip bonus was no less than 100 per 
cent. The Company controls, directly and indirectly, a number of 
tramway, omnibus and electric lighting and gas companies 
operating in the United Kingdom. It is, in fact, a big investment 
trust undertaking. The investments stood in the balance-sheet at 
the end of March last at £5,836,113. The scrip bonus is a most 
valuable addition to the annual cash distribution,

EARLY DAYS OF BRITAIN’S GREATEST JEW. 


Elswyth Thane, the well-informed and talented author of 
“Tudor Wench,” which depicted England's greatest Queen in her 
-outh, has now given us a picture of Britain’s greatest Jew in his 
arly days. These two works speak of more than a specialist taste 
‘oy adolescent genius. They reveal in the subtlest and most 
-onvineing form a profound love of the nation that made possible 
he flowering of such great minds, a pride to which it would be 
.y gracious to apply the term which Dr. Johnson pilloried. 

This portrait of Disraeli, from the days of “ Vivian Grey” tohis 
»narriage with Mrs. Wyndham Lewis, is severely hampered by the 
oot that characters such as his require for their full expression the 
wide field of their subsequent activities. The councils of Europe 
and the government of an empire are the natural decor for such a 
sieture; while to suggest in the youth struggling towards his 
mighty destiny the qualities which that destiny revealed is a task 
for superlative genius. This, I feel, explains the limited facets

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Goldfaden’s “ Shulamith” 
Written fifty-flve years ago—that is to say, during the first decade of the 
Jewish theatre—‘‘ Shulamith” has ever since held a high place in the 
affections of Jewish playgoers the world over. The operetta was con- 
posed and written in Odessa by Abraham Goldfaden, who was regarded as 
the father of the Yiddish stage ; and its songs were soon almost as familiar 
among Jewry as the prayer-book chants, the most famous tune of all, of 
course, being ‘* Roshinkes mit Mandlen,” which, sung as a lullaby, must 
have rocked thousands of infant Israelites to sleep. 
It is interesting to note that Goldfaden met with a good d:al of opposition 
in those early days. ‘“‘Shulamith”’ actually had a manifesto issued against 16 
by the Oberrabbiner of Vienna who, however, later expressed to the composer 
his regret for the action and cancelled it. Mr. Nathan Isaacovitch’s company of 
the Yiddish Folk-Theatre, who have revived the operetta, have been somewhat 
handicapped by the limitations of the Grand Palais, Commercial Road, but they 
have nevertheless produced a very enjoyable performance, thanks chiefly to the 
excellent rendering of the réle of Shulamith by Eva Seidman and to the Absalom 
ef Waldemar Haince. This very. versatile couple—what a contrast to their 
performance in Strindberg’s ‘** Death Dance "'!—were ably su yported by Sara 
Sylvia as Abigail and by, among others, Joseph Markovitch, Manrice Axelrod 
aud Jacques Goldstein.

Strength 
By AUNTIE 


NE of the most notable verses in the 
Bible is one of the most familiar— 
“The Lord will give strength unto 
His people; the Lord will bless His 
people with peace.” It is so familiar that 
probably many fail to appreciate its wonderful 
significance. Unlike the other peoples of 
ancient times who made themselves strong 
for the purposes of waging war, the special 
mission of Israel was to be strong for the arts 
of peace. 
A SPECIAL KIND 
The idea is capable of wide interpretation. 
One has to be very strong to do some things. 
The strength required is not so much strength 
of muscle asof mind. Iam heartily in favour 
of the cultivation of athletics that bas made 
so much progress among our youth of recent 
years, but I should be sorry if it tends to 
overshadow the special kind of strength the 
attainment of which is specially characteristic 
of the Jewish people. It needs this special 
kind of strength, for instance, to avoid being 
drawn into the lewd conversation in which 


people sometimes indulge... It needs this 
special kind of strength to refrain from 
yielding to the temptation to gossip and 


slander about other people, most of which 
talk is untrue or exaggerated, and nearly all 
of which is unkind and cruel. It demands 
this special kind of strength above all to 
resist shouting with the mob when that mass 
hysteria which is often a fruitful cause of 
war is indulged in. 
Tue Jew's PART 

How fine it would be if, when the exercise 
of this special kind of strength were called 
for, we all of us were to assert our Judaism 
and say to ourselves: “No! This is ignoble 
and mean. I will have none of it!” Such 
self-assertion need not be exercised aggres- 
sively. It can be done quietly and tactfully, 
and will be all the more effective if so dis- 
played. Let me give one or two concrete 
examples: Suppose you hear someone saying 
something nasty about an acquaintance. 
Suppose you were to say Are you not a 
little bit unjust? We don't know all the 
circumstances, and I prefer to withhold judg- 
ment until I do, I think that is the kind, 
and I am sure it is the Jewish way of acting.” 
Suppose you hear people talking about “ the 
next war.” I suggest you say “let us have 
done with war talk. Talking about wars 
often leads to them. We Jews can at least 
set the example in finding something better 
to talk about. Our mission should be to pro- 
mote human brotherhood and understanding, 
not talk about wars.” It may need strength 
to pull people up in that way, but that is the 
strength which the Psalmist says God will 
give us; it is the strength that will lead to 
the blessing of peace. 

A DouBLE LETTER 

| The Rabbis observed that in the Shema, 
‘where we are bidden to love God with all 
our heart, the word for “ heart” is not written 
as 25 but 225. Why the double letter? they 
ask. And they reply that most of us are 
endowed with a double nature. We have lower

We shall be masters of our whole 
natures, and we shall earn the blessing of 
peace in very truth, for “ there is no rest for 
the wicked.’ If we are strong bodily, we 
must not use our strength as a tyrant or a 
bully, but employ it to help the weak. If we 
are strong mentally we may use our faculties 
for the instruction of the ignorant. And if, 
finally, we have the bést strength of all, 
spiritual strength, we can employ it to realise 
the mission entrusted to us as a kingdom of 
priests and a holy nation.
